WILL CLOSE ROAD GAPS TO BAY 
CITY THIS YEAR. 

St. Helen will be the center of road 
building on M-76 this coming season 
Especial¥interest will center at this 
point because of the fact. that this 
will be the last link to be completed 
in the hard road’ connecting Detroit 
and Bay City with Mackinaw through 
che center of! the state. M-10 runs 
‘rom Detroit to Bay City, and thence 
m to Standish, where M-76 commen- 
es paralleling the Michigan Central 
Railroad to West Branch, thence to 
St. Helen and Roscommon. At Rbs- 
common it connects M-18 and _ this 
aumber carries on north to Mackinaw. 

North of Roscommon on M-18 the 
ard road program is completed ex- 
cept seven miles from Frederic to Wa- 
ters, and the contract for this gap is 
already let. It will be interesting to 
motorists to know that the route from 
Frederic to Waters will parallel the 
Michigan Central instead of takng a 
tong detour to the east, as the road 
now runs. This will shorten up the 
road nearly five miles. 

The next remaining gap is five 
miles unfinished between St. Helen 
and Roscommon and ten miles be- 
tween St. Helen and West Branch. 
The Highway department has defi-+ 
nitely five miles between St. Helen 
and Roscommon and four miles of the 
ten between St. Helen and West 
Branch. and profiles are already 
jrawn for letting of these contracts. 
The remaining six miles of the gap 
the highway department hopes to be 
able to finish this coming season, but 
this is not definitely. deeided upon. 
The anxiety, however, to complete 
this-great highway through the cen- 
cer of the state will doubtlesa result 
n the work being accomplished. 

The important work of building the 
road paralleling the railroad between 
Sterling and West Branch started last 
year, is. well under way and expected 
o be finished by August. This will 
cut out the long detour to Prescott 
now necessary in running from Bay 
City to points north. ; 

It is interesting to note that the 
completion of this main highway will 
shorten the route between Detroit and 
Mackinaw some sixty miles over the 
@ute now traveled by using M-10 all 
the way, and the further fact that it 
will bring the great military reserva- 
tion at Grayling, and principal inland 
lakeg of the northern part of the state, 
within easy access of Bay City and 
points south.—Arenae Independent.

MARQUETTE PRISON

BATTLE EXPECTED IN CAPTURE 


Fugitives are Noted as “Bad Men"—- 
Supposed to be Hidden 
Near Bastile. 


Marquette, Mich—Armed posses of 
prison guards, state troopers and dis- 
trict authorities Sunday unrelentless- 
ly combed the city and surrounding 
territory for the two long-term con 
victsy who escaped from Marquette 
branch prison, late Saturday night, by 
cutting their way through the roof 
of the west cel! block. 

One of the biggest manhunts ever 
held in this district was on and 
many farmers and citizens, armed 
with revolvers and sawed off shot- 
guns aided the officers in their 
search. Both Russell Smith and 
Steve Madja, the fugitives, are recog- 
nized ax “bad men,” and are expected 
to put up a fight for their liberty 
before they submit to capture. 

Madja is a double lifer from Bay 


, City. This is his second escape, the 
other being effected about a year 
ago. His liberty then was short 
lived. Despite his quick capture he 


insisted he could not be held bebin4d 
bars and again would make a break 
at his earliest opportunity. He, was 
the recognized leader of one of the 


most murderous gangs which ever 
operated between Detroit and Bay 
City. 


Smith, a 40 to 80-year termer from 
Detroit, was sent to the prison after 
being convicted of robbery while 
armed. 

Jaines P. Corgan, warden, believes 
the men are hiding. within a short 
distance of the prison.

HOUSE PASSES HANDBOOK BILL 


Legislature’s Most Remarkable Fight 
Ends by Vote of 6&1 to 2. 


Lansing, Mich.—The State Legisla- 
ture has placed itself on record as 
standing four-square with the people 
of Detroit and Michigan in their 
fight to destroy the evil of organized 
professional gambling. 

Six weeks age the Senate respond- 
ed by a unanimous vote to the appeal 
for the passage of the Voorhies- 
Bahorski Antil-Handbook Bill and the 
arming of Taw enforcement authori- 
ties with this new and_ effective 
weapon to combat the widespread 
‘menace of handbook gambling. 

Last Thursday the House, after 
careful consideration of the bill in its 
State Affairs Committee on the floor. 
‘responded in like manner. finally 
passing the bill by a vote of 61 to 2 

Having passed both houses the bill 
now goes to Gov. Groesbeck for 
signature. It will hecome effective as 
a law 90 days after the final adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature.

Gov. Groesbeck’s veto of the War- 
ner 2-cent gaso.ine tax bill and the 
subsequent failure in the house of 
representatives of the “gas bloc” to 
hold the necestary 67 members tn 
line to override the veto is the climax 
of the whole 192: legislative session. 
The deflection frum the ranky of the 
bill’s supporters tiat resulted in only 
83 votes being cast in favor of over- 
coming the governor's veto was & 
surprise, even theugh it was known 
there was waveriig among the gas 
forces, owing to the previous great 
strength shown in the house. That 
the senate would not vote the bill 
through over a veto was certain. Few 
sessions in recent years have wit- 
nessed so much feeling and 80 much 
dramatic intensity over a single meas- 
ure a8 was shown tn the long and 
bitter battle fought over the Warner 
proposal to tax gascline. The bitter- 
ness that was arous3d probably will 
not entirely disappear for consider- 
able time to come. Jn his veto mes- 
sage Gov. Groesbeck did not mince 
words as to his views on the bill 
Involved. It was the first veto of 
Groesbeck on an important bit of 
legislation in two sessions and {t was 
& Most emphatic one. The state high- 
way department was ecored for some 
of its road work and attention was 
called to the fact that thirty two of 
the fifty million dollars authorizei 
for road building has been expended, 
with nothing Hke a complete state 
road system in sight. The eighteen 
muilions left must be expended more 
wisely and additional funds raised 
for this work can be had through an 
altered motor vehicle license tax, the 
governor said. 

Many Large Bills Held Back. 

At the present time bills of larger 
consequence still are being held back 
while those which cause no great 
opposition are being put through. For 
instance, the senate put in an entire 
session the other day adopting four 
bills, not one of which would cause 
an argument anywhere. One changes 
the name of the village of Rogers, 
Presque Isle county, to Rogers City. 
Another permits cities: and counties 
to join tn the construction of a build- 
ing to be used by them jointly, a 
measure that perhaps will be availed 
of by Detroit and Wayne county at 
some future date. A third provides 
& County licensing board to pass on 
Mcenses for soft drink parlors, exelud. 
ing township boards from this duty. 
The fourth merely altered the judica- 
cature act In the calling of juries in 
condemnation cases. Slightly larger 
activities were apparent in the house 
about the same time in connection 
with the reporting out of the Byrum 
income tax measure and the Baxter 
election bill, The action on the in- 
come tax bill followed the ctreulariz: 
ing of the legislature by the federated 
farm organizations of the state in 
favor of it, despite the vote of last 
November against an income tax 
amendment to the state constitution. 
There is no provision in the Byrum 
bill for a referendum, Its sponsors 
contending that it is not necessary to 
have a statewide vote, but that the 
legislature has ample power to pass} 
such a law, The Baxter Bill provides 
for pre-primary political conventions 
but calls fora referendum vote before 
it can be made operative in any county 
of the state, It would require an initia- 
‘ory petition of 10 percent of the voters 
to inaugurate the plan, this percent- 
age being established by the house: 
committee in place of 25 per cent 
called for by the original bill, Can- 
didates failing to receive the pre-pri- 
mary convention indorsement would 
be required to file petitions bearing 
the names of four to five per cent of 
the voters, the original bill ordered, 
but the committee also reduced these 
percentuges, making two per cent the 
minimum and four per cent the maxi- 
mum. 

Bill to Fix Passenger Rates. 

Few legislative sessions can be held 
at which the matter of railroad rates 
does not become an issue. During 
most of the present session it did not 
appear that any rate action would be 
needed this year, but the matter again 
{s before the legislature. Some time 
ago an order issued from the state 
public utilities commission to put a 
State passenger rate into effect, but 
the federa] interstate commerce com- 
mission refused to allow it to stand, 
contending that the state commission 
had no power to put its schedule 
Into effect in the absence of a definite 
enabling act from the legislature. 
Senator Osborn, of Kalamazoo, 
thereupon came to the front with a 


tles commission the needed authority 
to fix pasenger rates on Michigan! 
railroads. The bill provides that such! 
passenger rates shall be three cents! 
a mile, except on roads making less} 
than $500 per mile, where the fare’ 
may be fixed at a fourvent rate. A 
minimum fare of five cents also ts 
provided for trips of less than a mile 
in length. 

Investigation of charges made by 
child labor forces nationally that the 
beet sugar fields of Michigan saw 
much abuse of child labor has been 
completed by a legislative committtee 
headed by Rep.

“The unfairness of this 
proposal is manifest when it is re 
called that the velue of all moter 
vehicles in the state does not exceed 
$200,000,000. If this bill were effece 
{ve the tax rate on them would be 
at least 8 percent, or three times as 
much as that applying to other per 
sonal property. It is futile to ‘contend 
that the farmer will be benefitted by 
this measure. He, tn common with 
other owners of light cars, will then 
be paying from $6 to $10 a year in 
addition to the present license fee 
There is a provision in section sfx 
BO palpably detrimental to the public 
interest that it cannot be justified or 
defended by even its most ardent 
advocate, It provides that ‘the amount 
of such tax 80 paid by the manu 
facturers, dealers, ete., may be added 
to the sale price when said sub 
stances are resold for consumption. 
There ig no mistaking the unequivocal 


| language of this sentence or the man- 


date it carries that ‘the consumer 
must pay the tax. By express sano 
tlon of law the manufacturers and 
distributors are vested with author 
ity to free themselves of the pay- 
ment of the slightest portion of it." 
The public {se already angered at the 
way private corporations add tax bur 
dens to sale prices whenever they 
can get away with it, the governor 
elso brought out, and to actually give 
over such authority to oi] companies 
already making exorbitant  profite

Law Changed for House of David. 


Troubles of the House of David, af 
Benton Harbor. which have kept 
courts and state and federal officiale 
stirred up for some time past, came 
under the legislative spotlight when 
Rep. Chester Howell, of Saginaw, in- 
troduced an amendment to the con 
poration law that is intended to pro 
vide a weapon for the state in case 
it moves to disband the Israelite cok 
ony. Rep. Howell explained to the 
house that the measure places re 
strictlions on the use of corporate 
privileges by religious organizations 
and said that it would prevent any 
leader of a religious sect from estab 
lishing a dictatorship over his fot 
lowers. The dill provides that the 
state may obtain a receivership and 
make a redistribution of funds to the 
original contributors. The house 
members approved the idea so thor. 
oughly that not a vote was cast 
against it when it was placed on its 
final passage. The senate still must 
take action on it. 


Session Nears End. 


The probability that May 4 will 
mark the date when legislative activ. 
ities in both wings of the state capt 
tol will cease for the regular session 
of 1923. has resulted in renewed 
efforts both of senators and of repre 
sentatives to speed up the work of 
In the house the deter. 
mination was made to call Friday, 
\nril 27, the last day of business for 
uus session, but the senate was cau 
tious and let the setting of an abso 
lute closing date wait over for awhile. 
“tawever, in both houses the thought 
prevails that Friday, May 4, will see 
the close of legislative work. Agree 
ment on any date to quit means in 
tensive labor by the lawmakers. So 
many measures are hanging fire in 
each house that only the certainty of

Income Tax Bill Passes. 


House members, by a vote of 64 to 
38. adopted the Byrum income tax 
bill, which aims to provide a state 
income tax along lines similar to the 
federal income tax. The house back- 
ers Of this bill defeated every effort 
to attach a referendum clause to’ the 
bill. The fact that the people of the 
state voted down the income tax 
amendment last fall by about a two 
to one vo.e was considered by the 
dill’s opponents as a reason calling 
for a referendum on any legislative 
effort to establish such a tax. But 
the supporters of the meastire de 
clared a willingness to assume re 
sponsibility for it and shied away 
from a referendum because it is hard 
to get people to vote to tax them- 


selves, as some of them naively 
explained.

KEEP DAIRY UTENSILS CLEAN 


Particularly Important That Milk Cans 
Be Dried and Kept So Until 
Used Again. 

Because bacteria Increase in num- 
bers at such an astounding rate when 
conditions are favorable, it is neces- 
sary not only to kill as many of them 
as possible in order to keep dairy 
utensils clean and insure a good pred- 
uct; but utensils must be kept dry, so 
that the few organisms tbat are left 
after sterilization will not multiply 
greatly. In addition to the proper 
temperature, it 1s necessary that 
moisture he present for these germs 
to grow, but only a very thin film of 

water ig needed. 

It fs particularly important that 
milk cans be thoroughly dried and 
kept dry unt{l used again. They must 
also be protected from contamination 
with dust, dirt and flies. Experiments 
show that in milk cans which were 
covered before belng dried the num- 
ber of bacteria Increased 700 times in 
24 hours. Milk put into cans in 
which the hacteria have been permit- 
ted to multiply to such an extent will 
spoil much sooner than milk put into 
cans that have been dried before being: 
covered. 

To secure rapid drying the cans 
must be sterilized with steam or bolil- 
ing water. If the sterilizer is used, 
the cans may be left in it until time 
for them to be used again, but there 
must be some means of ventilation to 
carry off the moisture. Cans may be 
set on a rack to dry, but they should 
be protected from files and dust, pref- 
erably in a well-sereened milk house. 


FEED SUCCULENCE TO COWS 


Corn Silage, Mangei Wurzei or Root 
Chops Are of Much importance 
to Dairyman. 


Feed all roughage, such as alfalfa 
clover or other hay, fodder and corn 
silage thut the cow will eat up clean 
Too much stress cannot be laid 
on the importance of having part of 
the roughage of a siceulent Bature, 
as corn silage. mangel wurzel or root 
chops. Generally a dairy cow will eat 
dally a little more than three pounds 
of silage and about one pound of hay, 
or its equivalent. In addition to silage. 
for every 100 pounds of live weight. 
At present prices the dairyman can- 
not afford not to feed grain. The cow 
should be fed about one pound of grain 
mixture daily for every three and one- 
half pounds of milk she gives. 


SHOULD USE PUREBRED BULL 


Profitable Dalrying Depends on Supe- 

rior Breeding, Good Feed and 

Weeding Out Scrubs. 

Farmers and dalrymen cannot con- 
tinue to use scrub or grade bulls, says 
A. C. Baer, professor of dairy hus- 
bandry at the Oklahoma A. and M. 
college. Profitable dairying depends 
on (1) good breeding; (2) weeding 
out poor cows; (3) good feeding. , 

A purebred bull will improve all 
datry herds which are not now headed 
by a purebred mate, Mr. Baer says, 
Farmers or dairymen can very often 
club together and buy a bull which 
costs more than an ordinary purebred 
male. Whenever possibile, a herd bull 
should be from a tested dam with a 
good record. 


THOROUGHLY WASH ALL PAILS 


Use Brushes and Good Powder on All 
Utensile—Carefully Avoid Ali 
Dishrags. 

— 

Thoroughly wash and scald after 
each use all milk palls, strainers, cans 
and separators, also milking machine 
if one is used, Use brushes and a 
good washing powder. Use no dishrag. 
Discard the cloth strainer for the wire 
one, unless it ts washed and boiled 

each day. 


Sterilized Utensits, 

Fresh milk, produced with sterilized 
utensils, was found to contain 338 per 
cent less bacterfa than when produced 
with unsterile utensils. If steam ts 
not available, heating utensils In botl- 
ing water reduces ihe bacterial count. 


Grinding Feed le Waateful. 
- An Idea seems to prevall among cer- 
tain dalrymen that the grinding of 
grains and roughages together In- 
creases their feeding value. Such is 
not the case. It is a wasteful pro- 
cedure.
